Blessings bestowed! Have just 
unwrapped the annual gift from 
home — a fabulous hickory-smoked 
Virginia ham, all cooked, de- 
corated, ready to eat for Christmas 
dinner. This is the pace-setter for 
my whole effortless holiday meal, 
for | don’t spoof when I say that 
the kitchen sees little. of me the 
whole day through, yet all of the 
family usually agrees that we 
have a mighty festive board any- 
way: 

What’s wrong with opening 4 
can on Christmas Day? Afterall, 
things were done the hard way 
Thanksgiving. Sweet potatoes, for 
instance, are wonderfully good 
straight from the tin, sliced and 
heated in a little of their syrup 
with added brown sugar and a 
lump of butter. 

Or white potatoes, cooked and 
mashed a day or even two days 
before can be baked au gratin in a 
matter of minutes. If you did a 
good mashing job, sans lumps, 
quite mushy in consistency, then 
ou’re all set. Just spread evenly 
in a buttered, shallow baking dish, 
sprinkle liberally with grated 
cheese and dribble with melted 
butter. Add a sprinkling of chopped 
parsley and paprika for Christmas 
color (and flavor), bake in a hot 
oven until the cheese is melted and 
the top is golden- brown.
